When they were 
brought tip alivo rescue workers re- 
newed their efforts to peuctiate the 
eras-filled shaft in the hope of still 
others might be found alive. 


Triumphant shouts wont up from 


tho crowd lingering about the shaft 
in the almost vain hope that some 
would be rescued alive. 


Earlier in the nisjht the 


workers and Albert C. Dalley, suite 
mine inspector, had expressed the 
belief that all those In tho shaft at 
the time of the explosion were dead. 


Most of the 115 men of the day 


force working in the west entry had 
just left the mine when tho explos- 
ion sent its booming warning over a 
two-mile radius. 
Others 
quickly 


scuned to safety. Quickly organized 
rescue teams worked through 
the 


night, risking their lives in elforts to 
reach the entombed men, while hun- 
dreds o£ persons, including \vivos and 
children of miners milled about the 
'pit month.

gas. 


Officials differed In their opinions 


as to the cause of the explosion. Be- 
lief was expressed, however, that a 
spark had ignited either a gas pock- 
et in the depths, or had reached COO 
pounds of blasting powder, carried 
into tho mine for the shot firers a 
few minutes before the explosion. 


Wait for Investigation

Highway Measure Also'Be- 


ing Argued Before Leg- 


islative Group 


Madison—OP)—The legislative com- 


mittee on corporations and taxation 
today had before it the testimony of 
proponents and opponents of the 
Progressive power program. 


Public hearings on the power mea- 


sures, the highway bill and several 
minor measures were opened in the 
capitol yesterday. 
A large crowd 


jammed the senate parlors to dis- 
cuss the power bills while about 200 
legislators and highway commission- 
ers met in the assembly chambers 
last-night to study the highway bill. 


Sen. Orland S. Loomis, Mauston, 


author of the four measures which 
form the Progressive power progrorn 
opened the hearing with an expla- 
nation of his bills and resolutions. 
The resolutions propose constitution-, 
al amendments to permit the state to 
recapture its water powers and to 
engage in the electric light, heat and 
power business, and to permit cities 
and villages to incur debts of more 
than five per cent of their valuation 
in acquiring utility properties. 


The senate's bills provide for the 


creation of power districts and per- 
mit municipalities to .compete with 
existing private utilities. Representa- 
tives of 35 Wisconsin cities, villages 
and counties appeared in favor of 
the bill. Mayor Daniel W. Hoan, Mil- 
waukee, said he was in favor of the 
program and denounced the railroad 
commission. 


Mayor Hoan contended that the 


railroad commission has .always been 
"a piece of political fakery." He al- 
so pointed out that during the last 
nine years Milwaukee has saved 
more than $5,000,000 in reduced rates 
because they may enter into compe- 
tition with utilities at the same-time.

He .call- 
ed the Loomis resolutions to permit 
"entry"of"tha state into the power 
business "the most impudent piece 
of legislation ever proposed in these 
legislative halls." He said the meas- 
ures would permit the state to buy 
coal 
mines,' railroads, 
electrical 


plants "and other industries appurte- 
nant to -the power business. 


Karl G. Kurtenacher, state high- 


way commissioner, explained the 
Cashman highway bill at the night 
meeting. "Under the new bill, which 
calls for a 4-cent gas tax, 54 coun- 
ties will temporarily lose revenue 
but all will regain in five years what 
they have lost, he said. 


Mr. -Kurtenacher pointed out that 


the total distribution of funds to 
counties under the bill- and on, the 
basis of automobile registration is 
about 60 per cent and about 40 per 
cent on the basis of highway mile- 
age," opposition to the measure came 
from representatives of southern and 
eastern counties which annually pay 
the bulk of the highway program 
cost. 
Several persons, among" them for- 


mer Assemblyman L. D. Eastman, 
Lancaster, favored retention of the 
personal property tax on automo- 
biles. Former Sen. Harry Sauthoff, 
Madison, appeared before the high- 
way committee to urge distribution 
of the highway work among 35 
state contractors rather than give 
all the work to three or four. This 
would aid contractors in the- present 
business depression and would give 
employment to a wider group of peo- 
ple, he said- 
Mr. Kurtenacher emphasized that 


'the highway building program of 
r e c e n t years had wiped out 
county lines and that it "was a mat- 
ter of poblic policy that rich, coun- 
ties should helr> build roads in the 
sparsely settled sections of the 
state.

"A scout council also must have a

perienced leaders. A strong, capable 
leader can work -wonders with a" 
group of youngsters which perhaps 
was formerly unruly and unorganiz- 
ed.

La Jolla, Calif. UP)—Mathematics 


s taking o~i er the depths of the sea 
<is one of its latest fields of useful- 
ness- 


An oeeanographer, sitting in his 


aboratory, can plot wind velocities, 
temperatures and the amount of salt 
n ocean water to map ocean cur- 
rents with fair accuracy. 


And he can predict velocities and 


directions ol these currents at vari- 
ous depths' with considerable certain- 
ty. 
' - 


The mathematical method is con- 


sidered especially appropriate for 
dealing- with large-scale ocean cur- 
ents, especially drifts wh'ich regu- 
ate climates of nations and even of 
continents, and which affect the fer- 
tility of the sea in food products. 


How these indirect mathematical 


methods have been developed is de- 
scribed by Dr. George F. MeEJwen of 
the Scripps Institution, of Ocean- 
ography of La Jolla.

complicated, that complete observa- 
tions of them upon and under the 
surface have been impossible.

Ever since the Conclusions of the 


Wickersham committee were-printed 
they have been fading out of the pic- 
ture because so contrary to the Re- 
port itself. They should have been en- ^ 
titled Confusions. There is a strangev 


and unanswered question about their 
remarkable incorrectness, who drew 
them and why they were, drawn that 
way. They appear as a summary, and 
therefore as part of the Report itself, 
but are at wide variance with the Con- 
clusions made by the very members 
-whose signatures appear after them. 


A week ago last Monday the Post- 


Crescent received these 
Confusions 


marked "Strictly confidential" and 
"Not to be released until Tuesday 
noon," the day the Report was deliv- 
ered to congress, but of course giving 
thejpai)erthe,Qpportunity to prepare in 
advance its set-up concerning the most 
important news item- of some months. 


The-Tost-Crescent mistakenly .fol- 


lowed these Confusions just as every 
olher paper in -the country did. There 
is little wonder that after reading the 
Report itself a blaze jof indignation has 
swept the land at the manifest incor- 
rectness of the Confusions. 


And 
now Kenneth Mackintosh, a 


member of the commission and former 
Chief Justice of the Washington Su-' 
preme court, boldly confirms the only 
possible conclusion that can reason- 
ably be drawn from a detailed study 
of the Report, that is that seven mem- 
bers of the commission favored an im- 
mediate change in the Eighteenth 
amendment and that "four other mem- 
bers having still a hope, which they 
designated -as a pious one, that a 
change in organization may bring a 
reasonable degree of enforcement," 
favored further attempted enforcement 
but revision of the amendment if their 
"pious hope" failed. The Report, con- 
tinues Justice Mackintosh, gave "full 
value to all the good resulting from 
prohibition, but was more conservative 
in reporting the bad features." 
So, 


we are told, that actual conditions are 
even worse than the appalling ones 
this Report has revealed. 
- An understanding of the Report and 
the steps leading up to it produces an 
•unusual conclusion. Upon the Presi- 
dent's statement in his inaugural ad- 
dress that "I propose to appoint a na- 
tional commission for a searching in- 
vestigation" and his statement at the 
time he accepted the nomination that 
"an organized searching investigation 
of facts and causes can alone determine 
the wise method of correcting them," 
congress appropriated sums totalling 
about a half million dollars for the de- 
" sired purpose. The President selected 
the members of his own commission. 
It would be hard to find any other 


* eleven more capable, honorable or con- 


servative persons. Three of the mem- 


,.5ers were federal judges. One has 
.feeea chief justice of a state supreme 
court. One, the woman, was presi- 


• dent 01 a woman's college. One. had 


been attorney general of the United 
States. One had been secretary of 
war of the United States. AH were 
"persons of irreproachable moral stand- 
ing, or impeccable character. Not one 
had ever had any connection with li- 
quor interests nor had a single one 
lived a life indicating a leaning that 
•way. After nearly two 3'ears of indus- 
trious application and upon the sub- 
"Hiission of an. exhaustive 
report, we 


iind the President has either wholly 
misunderstood 
that report or has 


abandoned his own commission. 


Mr. Hoover was entirely right in 


appointing this commission and sub- 
mitting prohibition to it for exhaus- 
tive research and conclusions. The 
size of the country is so great, the 
opinions of its people so various, the 
conditions arising in its different sec- 
tions so contrary, that an impartial 
commission, such as this one, com- 
posed of able, honorable and fearless 
rae:1. afid women, ca:i atme much near- 
er to the truth than it can be other- 
wise obtained. And while the Presi- 


dcnt, or anyone else for that matter, 
may have his own opinion and adhere 
to it, the question naturally arising is: 
If the President Avho urged the ap- 
pointment of this commission aban- 
dons the clear cut story it depicts, the 
next one who suggests this necessary 
way of determining the facts in a con- 
troversy is likely to be laughed down. 


In effect the report says, "Some- 


thing should be done." The President 
says, "I am opposed to repeal." If 
Mr. Hoover is still a leader in the 
country one has the right to expect an 
affirmative instead of a purely nega- 
tive policy, to learn what he will sup- 
port instead of what he opposes. The 
time for the "open mind policy" has 
passed. 


If repeal is not the proper policy, 


what is? If the President differs from 
the 
commission's ' recommendations, 


as he clearly has the right, what does 
he propose instead? A sphinxlike at- 
titude from" the White House on the 
most important problem facing the 
country is not the way an engineer 
should face a task unless he proposes 
to give it up as insoluble.

THE NEW CALENDAR 


According to a special dispatch to 


the Christian Science Monitor, the 
Council of the League of Nations has 
decided to call an international con- 
ference on October 26 next, to discuss 
the simplification of the calendar. 


The plan, as already often discussed, 


is to have 13 months instead of 12, each 
month consisting of 28 days, or exactly 
four weeks. Every month Avould then 
be the same in which the four Sundays 
fall on'the 1st, 8th, 15th and 22nd. Ev- 
ery fourth year Leap-day, instead of 
being on February 29, Avcfuld be in the 
summer on June 29. The year-day, 
that is the odd day of the 13 months, 
"would be a holiday on December 29, 
and Christmas day, and holidays would 
all be fixed 'for Monday, thus giving 
all the benefit of-long week-ends. 


Many^large concerns both here and 


abroad are privately using simplified 
calendars. The advantages are exceed- 
ingly numerous, and .the ease of reck- 
oning, the benefit in accounting, all 
periods coinciding and being exact 
multiples of each other, w:ould be most 
convenient From a questionnaire sub- 
mitted to 480 organizations in this 
-country, 98.3 per cent-favored a change 
to the 13 calendar year. 


-- The undisputed defects of the pres- 
ent calendar are the unequal months, 
changing of week day names for 
monthly dates, and drifting dates for 
Easter and other church festivals. 


The change might seem difficult on 


first thought, but people would quick- 
ly adapt themselves to it. The indica- 
tions are, from surveys made in other 


_ countries as well as the United States, 
that the proposition may make sub- 
stantial headway.

Madison—Ancients discovered that 


the nose was the seat of smelling 
but modern scientists have 
often 


found it to be a disease trouble 
maker. Sinus trouble, which affects 
many people at this time of the 
year, is a disease oraginatin?: in the 
nose. People affected 
by frequent 


colds will probably discover 
that 


they are suffering from sinus trouble 
and that tho cold is but a manifes- 
tation of the disease. 


The Educational Committee of the 


State Medical Society declares that 
the greatest precaution should bo 
taken by people suffering from oc- 
casional colds that 
the' 
infection 


does not become general. 


"Surrounding the nasal 
cavities 


are several hollow spaces in the ad- 
jacent bones which have 
natural 


openings into the nose," continues 
the bulletin. 
"These 
spaces 
are 


spoken of as the nasal sinuses. Xor- 
nially they contain air and are lined 
with a continuation of the mucous 
membrane of the nose. The open- 
ings are of moderate size and de- 
signed merely for ventilation. "When 
an infection' develops in a sinus, 
there is difficulty 
in establishing 


sufficient drainage for the 
thick 


mncous and pus, hence it lies in 
the cavity and is absorbed. 


"Therefore the nose and its as- 


sociated sinuses may be the starting 
point of many systematic involve- 
ments. • Within one or more of the 
sinuses chronically infected, an ab- 
sorption of the poisonous products 
may. be conveyed to distant parts. 
Although a pain or ache, perhaps in 
an ami, indicates that a probable 
infection is present, yet to locate the 


focus or foci of Infection is some- 
times very difficult. 


"Very often tho starting point of 


an infection in one or more of the 
nasal sinuses is from a cold in the 
head associated with an attack of 
influenza. • After about ten days of 
convalescense, but sometimes much 
sooner, a pain and aching develops 
over the cheek or the forehead and 
continues with increasing: severity 
until tho pent-up pus finds an out- 
let and there is a discharge of. more 
or less thick matter. This points to 
the need of drainage of the infected 
sinus. 
Sometimes the first attack 


may be the last but in many cases, 
owing to inadequate drainage, re- 
peated attacks occur until finally 
the sinus become chronically infect- 
ed. One of the characteristic feat- 
ures of this type of trouble is the 
so-called repeated cold. 
These pa- 


tients complain of many colds in 
the winter. 
They state ' that they 


are no sooner over one than an- 
other comes along so that the fall, 
winter, and spring is just one cold 
after another. 


"Most 
sinus sufferers complain 


of a dropping in the throat, of a 
heavy discharge from the nose when 
having a cold and some thick nasal 
secretion when the cold is absent. 
During an acute attack, there is 
headache over the ej'es or aching 
(almost always spoken of as neu- 
ralgia) over the cheek or in the 
back of the head extending into the 
neck. The repetition of these symp- 
toms, during bad weather is very 
suggestiove of an infection in one 
or more of the sinuses."

The winter months are the season 


of coughs and colds. These repre- 
sent today the most common com- 
plaints from which human beings 
suffer and lead the cause- of absence 
from work in most industrial plants. 


In giving advice as to how colds 


may be prevented, modern hygien- 
ists demand first of all that human 
beings be kept in the best possible 
condition. This means good hygiene, 
including proper food, adequate rest 
and feleep, a sufficient amount of 
water and exercise. It is probably 
equally important that the human 
being be not exposed to undue chil- 
ling or moisture. 


It is doubtful that there is any 


specific drag, vaccine, serum, medi- 
cine or physical apparatus that is 
of particular benefit in preventing a 
cold, Various types of vaccines are 
used by many physicians because 
they are convinced that they help 
to build up resistance, but the ma- 
jority of physicians are not yet con- 
vinced of the value of this measure. 


Vitamins Are Needed - 


The general impression is that the 


human being needs both vitamins A 
and D to help resist colds. "Vitamin 
A can be had through egg yolk, but- 
ter and the leafy vegetables and vita- 
min D is found richly in cod liver 
oil.It is, of course, realized that the 
average human being in the temper- 
ate zone does not get enough sun- 
light during the winter months and 
that his body is deficient in vitamin 
JD at this season. He may therefore 
get his vitamin D in the manner 
mentioned, or he may secure it by 
taking cod liver oil concentrates of 
vitamins A and D, now available in 
table form or by similar methods.

LaFoIlette Seeks to Keep 


Expenses Within State's 


R e v e n u e s 


Madison—Following Is 
the- 
ful 


text of Governor P. F. LaFolIette's 
budget message to the Wisconsin 
legislature: 
Fello-w Citizens of the Legislature: 


Pursuant to Section 15.09 of the 


statutes, the Governor is required to 
present to the Legislature, prior to 
the 1st of February in the first leg- 
islative session in each biennium, 
his recommendations 
concerning 


appropriations for the departments 
of the state government with such 
comments as he may deem, 
perti- 


nent. 
Under this procedure there 


devolves upon the 
Executive the 


task, in the first instance, of ap- 
praising the purposes for which the 
taxes are spent, and of presenting 
to the Legislature a comprehensive 
program for expenditures 
for its 


consideration. 


In accordance with certain princi- 


ples that should underlie the rela- 
tionship between the executive and 
legislative branches of government, 
I have sought the 'cooperation of 
members of the Legislature in pre- 
paring the present budget. It is the 
product of nearly 
six 
weeks of 


. hearings and 
weeks 
of detailed 


study of the requests of each of the 
several departments. 


I accept the responsibility for this 


budget in accord with the intent and 
provisions of law. But I wish to ac- 
knowledge here the services which 
these legislators, as well as the Di- 
rector of the Budget, have rendered 
in the preparation of this budget. 


The total sum. of the appropria- 


tions requested by the several de- 
partments of the state was §53,326,- 
336.25. If there is added to this the 
requested buildings program for the 
University of Wisconsin suggested 
by the Regents as a program for 
the next few years, the total figure 
for requested appropriations would 
then be "156,895,996.25. 


The -total of the 
appropriations 


recommended in the budget 
here- 


with submitted 
Is $41,985,288. 
In 


considering this total it is necessary 
to bear in mind certain 
important 


factors: 


(1) Heretofore a number of the, de- 


partments have had separate re- 
volving funds into which fees and 
other similar revenues have been 
paid and from whcih the several de- 
partments have, expended sums for 
purposes authorized by law. 
This 


practice set up a number of differ- 
ent special-fund_s which were^ some- 
times included arid'"sometimes' ex- 
cluded in a consideration, of the ex- 
penditures of the state. In this bud- 
get, all of these special funds are 
abolished, so far as is practicable at 
this time.

measured. Without some standard, 
the state becomes involved in con- 
fusion. 
On the one liand, every 


group of taxpayers plead for a re- 
duction of the taxes falling

On the other hand, every 


department urges increased appro- 
priations. Without some measure- 
ment of the productivity of the de- 
partment'to the state, the contro- 
versy is settled in a compromise 
that satisfies no one and leaves the 
financial policy of the state adrift 
without plan or objective. The first

is a principle 
which 


will focus attention upon this ques- 
tion: Is the activity under 
con- 


sideration calculated to Increase the 
productivity and wealth of the state 
in both human and material terms?

ture and taxation, at least the 
energy thus expended will be in part 
directed as a spur to the servants

budget of the Railroad Commission, 
approximately equal to the cost of 
this service, is made subject to the 
approval of the Emergency Board. ' 


It is possible that some substantial 


portion .of all of the cost of the ad- 
ministration of the Industrial. Com- 
mission should be apportioned sim- 
ilarly. The operation of this principle 
would focus the attention of those 
immediately and intimately affected 
by these activities upon the main- 
tenance of economical and effective 
administration and the development 
of service which would add to the 
wealth, and well-being- of the state. 


A sum of ?105,000 is allotted to the 


Tax: Commission, to be made avail- 
able through the Emergency Board, 
primarily to permit a completion of 
the audit of back tax: accounts now 
in arrears. We should at the very 
earliest moment relieve the business 
men and other payers of income tax- 
es in this state from the unjustified 
and unnecessary uncertainty in re; 
gard to the back taxes which the de- 
lay in auditing these accounts ar- 
rouses. With the completion of these 
audits,, we should be in a. position to 
eliminate this feature of our present 
administration of the tax laws. 
j 


The appropriation to the Emer- 


gency Board is slightly increased, 
and it is recommended that the pur- j 
poses for which, the appropriation 


weeding out reforested areas. 
For 


many years there will be no possibil- 
ity of competition between free labor 
and prison labor on work of this 
kind. 


Conferences have been held with 


members of the Legislature, repre- 
sentatives of the lumber industry, 
the Conservation Commission and 
the Board of Control. As a result, 
committees are now at work on a 
practical plan for relieving some of 
the congestion in our prison and re- 
formatory by putting men to work 
on state-land in northern Wisconsin 
as soon as possible. 


Rapid Increase 


This will be guod for the men. It 


will be a benefit to our officials 
charged v>ith the maintenance of our 
prisons. It will be a great economy 
for the taxpayers, and in the years 
to come state forests will yield a 
large return if this policy is well 
planned and carefuly 
continued. 


People will be interested in seeing 
the misdeeds of the present trans- 
formed into the stately public for- 
ests of the future. 


Statistics show that the population 


in the charitable institutions, com- 
pared with the population of the state 
as a whole, has increased at about 
the rate of 10 to 1. 
There are of 


course many factors behind these 
startling figures, but when the pop- 
ulation of the charitable institutions 
has increased 100 per cent in the 
past 10 years while that of the state 
of Wisconsin has increased only 10 
per cent, it would seem only the part 
of wisdom for us to be certain that 
the large and substantial 
expendi- 


ture for these institutions is being 
spent in the wisest and most pro- 
ductive manner. In the time avail- 
able for the consideration of the 
budget, it has not been possible to 
provide any convincing answer 
to 


this problem. Therefore, the recom- 
mended appropriations for the char- 
itable institutions provide adequate- 
ly for their maintenance in their 
present condition. Until it Is possible 
for the Executive and the 
Legisla- 


ture to decide that this large sum of 
money is being spent as productively 
and wisely as possible, I am. convinc- 
ed that there should be no increabe 
in this expenditure. 


Educational Institutions 


The people of Wisconsin have 


shown themselves to be vitally con- 
cerned for public education. Through i 
good and bad times they have sup-! 


pie ever before sot asldo so large a 
proportion of taxes for educational 
purposes, and was there ever so 
great a volume of criticism, inside 
and outside the teaching profession 
of these educational purposes? Tho 
answer is obvious. And in the face 
of the answer, only one conclusion 
is tenable. 
There is 
something 


basically -wrong about the existing 
educational arrangement. 
Nor is 


there any clement in the situation 
which promises of itself to right 
what is wrong. Tho 
phenomenal 


growth in educational 
machinery 


which has taken placo in recent 
years 
has been 
very largely 
a 


growth by sheer accumulating mo- 
mentum, ungulded by any compre- 
hensive vision or clear sense of di 
rection. Wo have drifted with the 
tide. Unless this issue is squarely 
met, unless something- is actually 
done, the interests vested in cduca 
tional machinery and the force- of 
institutional habit will drag us into 
a yet worse state of affairs. Con- 
fronted with this problem of the 
growing cost of public education and 
the widespread uncertainty regard- 
ing- educational values, a public of- 
ficer, charged with the responsibility 
of•• acting-, has only one intelligent 
ar.d honest course open to him. He 
must, if possible, call a halt in fur- 
ther expansion, at least until a sur- 
vey of conditions has resulted in n. 
greater unanimity of opinion as to 
the proper course to be followed. 


I am convinced that the budgets 


submitted by our educational insti-, 
lions, both for the present and past 
bienniums, disclose a failure to as- 
sess carefully their various activi- 
ties. 
They disclose far too much 


of the mechanical and automatic. 
And-here again, the mechanical and 
automatic not only waste money, 
but destroy and undermine morale. 
The mechanical spirit 
is far too 


prone to recognize the loudest voice, 
irrespective of its contribution 
to 


the wealth and well-being 
of the 


state. 


The budget herewith submitted de- 


creases tho appropriation 
for the 


University of Wisconsin, 
as com- 


pared with the preceding biennium, 
5513,363.21, and that for the State 
Teachers Colleges, ?31S,090.54. 


It is clear that this 
budget, If 


adopted, will create a challenge to 
the educational leadership of Wis- 
consin. 
It •will require a realistic 


appraisal of the educational program 
of these Institutions, and the elim- 
ination of those features which can- 
not be justified as having a place 
in a. sound educational policy. 


There will be temptation to dodge 


realities and to rest satisfied with a 
resolution by discussion, or by an 
uncritical retrenchment 
by some 


crude form of long-division cutting 
of everybody and everything, or by 
attempting to pass on the decreases 
by increasing fees, or securing aid 
from other sources. Any such super- 
ficial or mechanical response to the 
challenge would be in itselt evidence 
of inability or unwillingness to meet 
the responsibility. If, on the other 
hand, the challenge is accepted and 
acted upon with 
sincerity, If the 


ability and- knowledge of teachers 
and 
administrative 
officers 
are 


brought to bear and a genuine effort 
is made to set the educational house 
in order, the good effect upon the 
schools of the state, from the lowebt 
to the highest, will be pronounced. 


The question charged

greatest initial interest is doifbtless 
the bearing of the proposed decrease 
on salaries. Unless, however, the 
educational problem can be seen as 
a vastly deeper one, little or no pro- 
gress can bo made in its solution.

In brief, is 
found in tho everlasting: pursuit of 
illusive truth—that spirit Is always 
smothered by mechanical and au- 
tomatic valuations. 


Such mechanician! wastes monoy. 


But far inoi-o important, it under- 
mines and will eventually destroy 
real public education. It not only 
fails to recognize the great scholar 
or great teacher; both would event- 
ually find no place at all in our edu- 
cational system. 


Our educational institutions are 


given a great responsibility and a 
great opportunity. I am confident 
they will be more than equal to the 
traditions of Bascom and Van Hise. 


In one of its important aspects, 


government is a business enterprise. 
It aims to supply desired goods in 
return for money. The fact that ill

Ing the funds decided upon. Each of 
theie important matters calls for the 
exorcise of intelligence and for a 
sense of justice. But tho considera- 
tion to which attention is now drawn 
is a different one, and also calls for 
tho exercise ot intelligence and for 
a senso of justice. The question is 
whether tho money raised and spent 
whatever tho amount and however 
secured, is wisely spent. "Whether 
a tax is just cannot be determined 
in abstratlon from tho way It is ex- 
pended. Any tax Is too high, no 
matter what its sum. jf what it buys 
m commodities or services does not 
represent a fair return for the mon- 
ey. On tho other hand, a lower tax 
is not in itselt a good social bar- 
gain. The resources of the state of 
"Wisconsin are ample for the sup- 
port of the agencies required by a 
modern commonwealth in order that 
in&n and women may have a progres- 
sively larjrer opportunity to realise 
their possibilities, both in tho ma- 
terial and the spiritual goods of life. 
There is no valid ground for the de- 
mand that these agencies be cur- 
tailed because they demand the ap- 
propriation of considerable funds. 
At the same time, sound business 
.sense unites with social conscience 
to emphasize tho necessity of detect- 
ing and eliminating waste and inef- 
fectiveness. 


There is thus an obvious need for 


a comprehensive survey of cost ac- 
counting of the agencies covered by 
this budget. 
Those best qualified 


to undertake this task are In the 
first instance the responsible offi- 
cers of the agencies concerned. Fail- 
ure on their part to undertake this 
tusk does not, however, absolve the 
administrative* and legislative arm 
of the stato. A six weeks' cxamin- 
tion of conditions, -which has just 
been conducted. Is reflected in tho 
present estimates. This is recog- 
)iir.ed to be incomplete and imper- 
fect, in spite of the care with which 
It was done. It did, however, pro- 
ceed far enough to lay bare the fact 
that in many Instances the suspect- 
ed lack of correlation between cost 
and value is a fact. The power to 
continue this examination is in the 
hands of the officers oC the depart- 
ments; they moreover have tho best 
oportunity to appraise what Is being 
accomplished and to decide where 
expenditures are excessive and where 
inadequate- 
Only by 
appraisal of 


lids fundamental kind, made v/ith 
intelligence and In a spirit of sin- 
cerity, can put our expenditures on 
a sound basis. 


Tho Executive, through the power 


of appointment and power of re- 
moval, is given and must carry a 
heavy responsibility. It is destruc- 
tive for one in such a position to 
intrude himself into the purely In- 
ternal policies oC public institutions. 
But, If ho measures up to his respon- 
sibility, ho must see that those dir-

ailment and the books containing the 
stubs returned to prohibition au- 
thorities. 


Before the new rules increasing 


the allowance of medicinal liquor to 
dentists can become effective they 
must be signed by Attorney General 
Mitchell and Secretary Mellon. Wood- 
cock indicated they had been approv- 
ed although not finally signed. 


"Under them the dentists will be al- 


lowed to draw an additional six 
quarts of medicinal liquor each year 
for emergency use. They already 
are allowed two gallons for office 
use each, year.

Washington—OP)—The most baf- 


fling political situation party lead- 
ers in congress have ever faced will 
confront them when the seventy- 
second congress meets, fee it in regu- 
lar or special session. 


That fact underlies the tensity of 


the closing hours of the seventy-first 
congress. It accounts for adminis- 
tration opposition to convoking1 the 
seventy-second congress in special 
session. It gives adfled significance 
to- repeated, titter clashes between 
President Hoover and the senate. 


The seventy-second congress will 


pave the "way for the 
presidential 


election of 1932. Leaders will 
at- 


tempt then to define party issues 
and map the strategy for that cam- 
paign. 


Tet no man can say now which 


party will effectively 
control, or 


•what coalitions may arise to domi- 
nate that congress. 
Death 
itself 


may hold the balance of power. 


It will be the first time in his- 


tory that the American scheme 
of two-party 
political align- 


ment has faced the test of hair- 
trigger majorities in senate and 
house simultaneously. There Is 
no precedent back to the first 
congress. 
Nominally, the republicans 
have 


a. one-vote over-all margin In each 
house of the new congress, despite 
two deaths in the house and two In 
the seante since election. 


Special elections, the only means 


by which house members may be 
chosen, are expected to return two 
other New Yorlr City democrats to 
the house vacancies.

republican already has re 


placed Frank Greene, republican, 
from Vermont in the senate, and a 
democrat 
succeeded 
Overman of 


North Carolina. 


Appointive Powers Shift 


i In four states, however, each with 
two republican. 
senators 
sitting1, 


democrats have replaced

licans as governors since election 
and 
now wield 
the 
appointive 


power. In a fifth state, which, one 
republican ,and one democratic sen- 
ator, there has been a similar shift 
of appointive power.

ly, 69 million urban,

rural.

Short of some most 
improbable action by the seventy- 
first congress, a reapportionment

FARMERS GUTTING, 


HAULING FIREWOOD 


Good Condition of Ground 


and Roads Makes Work 
Possible This Winter 


BY W. F. WJNSEY 


As the weather, surface of the 


ground, farm roads and highways 
were in good condition for the work, 
farmers in this section of the state 
are as busy as bees in summer, cut- 
ting and hauling firewood to their 
farm yards, cutting and hauling 
saw logs and bolts to portable saw 
mills and box factories, and hauling 
manure from the farm yards to the 
fields. 


The portable saw mill, -usually 


centrally located!, makes it possible 
for farmers to have their own saw 
logs cut into enough lumber to re- 
pair their buildings and gates and 
often to erect new buildings. Judg- 
ing from the long piles of firewood 
in the farm yards, the woodlots are 
still supplying the farmers with a 
large part of the fuel used through- 
out the year. 


The bolts hauled to box factories 


are raw material to be used in the 
manufacture 
of 
cheese 
-boxes. 


Manufacturing cheese boxes to meet 
the growing demands has developed 
into a large industry in Brown-co, 
Outagamie-co and in other counties 
in this section of the state. 
As 


cheese boxes are used only 
once 


the demand is enormous and con- 
tinuous; 


Spreading manure on the 
fields 


direct from the stables is a new 
practice 
of modern, 
economical 


farming that ^becoming more pop- 
ular each year. It saves work and 
the better fertilizing qualities of the 
manure that heretofore were lost in 
creeks near the piles in yards and 
in fermentation through evaporation 
from piles in yards or in fields. For 
these reasons the farmers explain 
that they are spreading their barn- 
yard manure before it deteriorates 
on the fields where frost preserves 
it throughout the winter.
